Frank 11. Kllroy, medical student, 


tustlflud: Was conversing with Mr. 
llunco In the storo on Wednesday morn- 
Ing, but could not stato the exact time; 
know Miss Harden; saw her that morn- 
ing. Witness wan sitting in the shop 
when she camu in, nnd Mr. Hence went 
behind the counter to wait on her. 
Heard her say: "I'ruslc acid," and him 
•ny: "Can't sell It without a license," 
and then heard hor Bay, "seal skin 
cn|x\" Then she wont out. 


Cross-examined—1 am positive that 


Rhu saU capo, and not "sack," and sho 
spoke loud enough for mo to hear; she 
npoko out loud; did not observe any 
tremulous tones; could not say as to 
what her wearing apparel was. H has 
boon two or tlirco months since I saw 
her; did not go down to tho house to 
Identify liar; tjulto sure sho had a capo 
on hor arm or In her hand.

Witness corroborated tho testi- 
mony of tho two previous witnesses In 
In regard to the pruBslc acid Incident, 
and then Idcntlflod Miss Bordon as the 
person who had asked for tho stuff. 


Witness had never soon Miss Borden 


to know hor until ho saw her In tho 
court-room and had his attention cnllod 
to hor by tho district attorney; that was 
tho Unit tlmo ho had Boon her since that 
day; 
when nho camo Into the store she 


wore s dark dress, but could not say 
Just what the color was. Sho had a 
capo on her arm and a purse In her 
hand. Witness added that ho heard 
her say sho wanted to put aold "on" or 
"around" tho edges of tho capo. 


Joseph Doroohos testified by tho aid 


of an Interpreter. 
lie was sawing 


wood In John Crowe's yard on tho day 
of the tragedy. Saw no one going ovor 
tho foneo that day, nor did ho sec any- 
body In the noitt yards commenced 
work at 0 a. in., there was an Irishman 
cutting stone in the yard that day, but 
could not tell his namo. 


Patrick It. Dougherty, police officer, 


testified: Was In the station when ho 
hoard of tl>» tragedy at 18. Whon he 
trot to tho house there was a reporter 
sitting on the door step. [Don't doubt 
it, remarked Counsellor Allen.] 


The witness went on to describe too 


appearance of the murdered man and 
woman.

Considerable time was taken up by 


witness in describing the condition of 
the house after ho arrived there as pre- 
viously stated. Ho was sure the cellar 
door was looked. He and Officer Mul- 
laly found several hatches in the collar, 
but thero was nothing particularly re- 
markable about them, except one as 
had a very short handle to it 
He 


could not toll whether that hod a claw 
on it or not. Going back to tho appear- 
ance of those in tho house, witness said 
ho had not remarked anything in tho 
way of Lizzie's appearance. 


Michael Mullaly, police officer, testi- 


fied mainly corroborative of tho preced- 
ing witness. Lizzie had told witness 
that she had seen a man about tho yard 
that morning and that he was dressed 
In dark clothes. Ho said ho gave the 
ax to Dr. Dolan, but he could see no 
blood on It or any of the others. 


John Fleet, assistant city marshal, 


told tho story of going to tho house, 
finding tho bodies and the talk with 
Lizzie about the death of her parents. 
Ltzzto had no Idea how the dead was 
done, or by whom, but she had heard a 
man at tho door about 9 o'clock that 
morning talking with her father. Tho 
man talked like an Englishman, but 
sho said she had not seen him, and 
did not Itnow who it was. About two 
weeks before that a man had somo 
words with her father relative to a 
store which he wanted to hire. Wlt^ 
ness said: 
"Maggie," tho work girl, 


was in tho house all the time or about 
tho house, but Lizzie did not think she 
heard anything about it. Sho told wit- 
ness that she had been In the barn for 
some time—half an hour—and came 
back to find the murders had been com- 
mitted. Witness asked Lizzie later on If 
she was In tho barn for half an hour and 
she qualified her statement by saying 
that sho was in the barn from twenty 
minutes to half an hour. Whon they 
wore searching tho house witness said 
ho came to a room which wo* locked 
and Llzzlo said it was her father's 
room and that tho door was always 
locked. If witness wanted to get In 
he could go around by tho side stairs. 
Witness took her word for It and did 
not 
go. 
Then 
he 
camo 
to a 


room also locked and asked to go 
In 
there. 
Lizzie 
told 
him there 


was not anything there but clothing, 
and made no move to open tho door. 
Witness insisted nnd finally sho pro- 
duced a key and the doer was opened. 
It was just as she had said. When he 
camo to Lizzie's room, she said to wit- 
ness: "There is not any use going in 
there, for nobody can got a chance to 
put anything in thero. She always 
locked her room door whon leaving it. 
At no time, witness «ftld, was Llzzlo in 
tears. 


Witness Fleet said thero wiw one 


hatchet which he considered hod a sus- 
picious look; had the appearance of 
having been washed and wiped, and 
ho put it between the boxes out of 
tho way. 
Next morning Benson went 


up and took the hatchot down to tho 
station. Witness could see no signs of 
any hair on It 


Tho court then adjourned.

The Mai of Many Meetings Oalled 


to Answer 


FOR TBE MURDER OP HIS LAST VICTIM, 


Whom He Run Through the Lung 


with a Sword In a Duel Fought 


in Resentment of Insults 


Offered to His Race. 


PABIS, Aug. SO.—The Marquis 
de 


Mores was put on trial yesterday on 
the charge of manslaughter in having 
killed Capt. Meyer, of the French army, 
last Sune, by running him through the 
right lung with a sword in a duel 
fought by De Mores and Gapt. Meyer, 
owing to Meyer's resentment of De 
Mores' Insult to Hebrews. The Mar- 
qnls do Mores is the son of tho Duo do 
Valloruorosa; was 
trained 
lor tho 


French army at St Cyr, but soon threw 
up his commission and went off to New 
York. There ho married tho daughter 
of a rich German banker and set out for 
Dakota. 
He built a hotel, a villa 


and a couple 
of large abattoirs, 


and proposed to supply the eastern 
market with dresbed beef. The scheme 
soon came to grief. He Is said to have 
been shot at eighteen times In a very 
few months and during all that time he 
was robbed right and left the cattle 
thieves rebrandlng his own steers and 
selling them to him over and over 
again. Although unfit to run a ranch 
he was a splendid shot, a tried sports- 
man and a glutton for adventure. His 
wife stunk by him during all these 
stormy scenes, but was heartily glad 
whon he turned hie bock on Dakota 
and returned to Europe. 
In Paris 


the Marquis developed into a pro- 
nounced socialist and anti-Osemitc, and 
became associated with Drumont, of 
tho Libre I'arolo, who printed an arti- 
cle attacking the Hebrew officers In the 
French army. 
Drumont was chal- 


leged by one of them, Capt. Crcraicn 
FOB. In the dual, which was fought 
Drumont was wounded In tho face. 
DoMores was onoof Drumont's seconds. 
Capt. Meyer also took up tho charge 
made by Drumont and Marquis do 
Mores, who expressed full sympathy 
with Drumont's uttesances, met Capt 
Meyer In the field wlih the fatal result 
stated. 


At tho hearing yesterday the four 


seconds present ut the duel were ar- 
raigned on tho ctarge of complicity. 
DeMores, In a speech which lasted 
thirty minutes, related his life in 
America and Tonqnln. When the Dnc 
do Orleans was Lord PufEorln's gncst 
in India tho Marquis do Mores was of 
his party. He has been a close friend 
of the Comto de Paris, in spite of his 
anarchical-socialistic views. 
Person- 


ally he is a strikingly handsome man, 
tall and dark, with restless black eyes 
and a peculiar fascination for women. 
Ills friends say that he is cruel. 


The war department Is sending out 


Instructions to all commanders of gar- 
risons in the larger cities to have their 
sanitary service in readiness to fight 
the plague. In Qallcla, capecluUy, en- 
ergetic action is urged. At all the 
Oallcian fortresses near tho Russian 
border, cholera barracks are being pro- 
pared, and the disinfectants and medi- 
cines necessary to combat the disease 
have been distributed among the de- 
partments of war in this city. 


High Freuure Steam for Disinfection. 


LIVERPOOL, Aug. 80.—The health offi- 


cials at this port have begun applying 
high pressure steam in the disinfection 
of the baggage of . all emigrants from 
districts infected, or suspected of in- 
fection. A large party of Scandinavians 
were passed yesterday as healthy emi- 
grants. Tho boarding house:* near the 
docks are crowded with emigrants 
awaiting the departure of tho Wednes- 
day and Thursday boats. Hundreds who 
were booked before tho cholera scare 
to sail for America aro expected to ar- 
rive hourly before the boats sail. 


A Petition ior the Release ot Mrs. May- 
brick. 


LONDON, Aug. 30.—A petition from 


America for the release of Mrs. May- 
brick, who Is imprisoned for life under 
conviction of having poisoned her hus- 
band, was forwarded to Queen Victoria 
yesterday. The petition is signed by 
Mrs. Harrison, Mrs. Blalne and other 
well-known American ladies. Accord- 
Ing to the usual course the queen will 
forward the petition to Home Secretary 
Asquith. 


It is stated that nn important wit- 


ness In tho May brick case died recently 
in Cape Town, Africa, after confessing 
to committing perjury at tho trial.

CincAOo, 
Aug. 
80.—A sensational 


divorce suit was begun here yesterday 
by Alfred M. Compton. Mr. Compton 
is a salesman with the houso of J. V. 
Farwcll&Co., and well-known in so- 
cial circles in Evanston, having re- 
sUlod in that suburb over twenty years. 


The most sensational feature of the 


case Is that Thomas P. Nlsbott Is named 
as corespondent. Mr. Nlsbott Is one of 
tho best-known men in Sundoy-school 
work In Illinois. For many years 
ho 
has 
been 
a 
leader 
in 


church work, and he now holds the 
position of ohairinan of the Illinois di- 
vision ot the Christian Endeavor So- 
elety missionary board. 


Nlsbott used to live In Alton, 111., at 


which place he ran a big grocery. lie 
left Alton about eight years ago and 
went to Minneapolis, whero he was 
prominent in ohurch work. Two or 
three years ago, however, Nlsbett loft 
the Flour elty and came to Chicago, 
whore he has since been engaged In 
real estate work. He declares ho will 
have no difficulty in proving hi» tone- 
oenco. 


THE CnOMMlA. IN HAMBURG. 


Trying to Allay tha Fears of the People 
with False Hopes, 


HAMBURG, Aug. 80.—During the week 


which ended yesterday noon thero were 
3,887 cases of cholera In this city, 1,087 
of thorn proving fatal. Tho authori- 
ties express tho opinion that n climax 
has been reached and that an abate- 
ment may now be expected. Their rea- 
sons for this opinion arc not given, and 
it Is thought they are merely trying to 
allay the fears of the people. 


The sanitary officers announce that 


tho spread of cholera in Hamburg is 
directly traceable to the use of Elbe 
water for drinking. 
The water is 


filthy, they say, and BO impregnated 
with poisonous matter that It con- 
stantly menaces the city with epi- 
demics. 


The presence of Eusslan emigrants In 


thn city is pronounced to have been of 
but secondary importance in tho spread- 
ing of tho plague. 
Had the health of 


tho people not already been under- 
mined by impure drinking water, it is 
said, little or no damage would have 
attended the transport through the 
city of families from the infected dis- 
tricts of Russia. Nevertheless the local 
government board has ordered that 
dirty and ailing emigrants shall not be 
allowed to land unless they give their 
names, occupations and addresses, so 
that they can be easily followed and 
watched. 


The assurances of tho municipal au- 


thorities that tho cholera has done its 
worst, have not received much cred- 
ence. Men who have no business, or 
are at liberty to leave tho city for a 
short time, continue to leave the city. 
Although nc general exodus Is appar- 
ent, the railroads yesterday carried 40 
per cent, more passengers than their 
average. Most of the fugitives go to 
the coast, although about BOO passen- 
gers left yesterday for the Interior. 
Russian Jaws Trytne to Enter Bohemia. 


RKicireNBKKO, Aug. 80.—Three hun- 


dred Russian Hebrews attempted to 
cross the Bohemian frontier to take a 
train at Sltun, yesterday, for Hamburg. 
The attempt was made near Kratzau. 
The emigrants refused to answer the 
questions of tho customs officials on the 
border as to their former plica of resi- 
dence, and when ordered back about 
800 of them made a rush to get beyond 
reach of the guards. They were over- 
taken, but fought tho officers who tried 
to detain them. More guards were 
summoned and the emigrants were 
forced back. Thero is no known ease 
of cholera among them, but several are 
ailing and all ore dirty beyond descrip- 
tion. 


The Bad, Cross Against the Cholera, 
ViEiraA, Aug. 
SJO.— Emperor 
Franz 
Joseph has ordered the Red Croas so- 
ciety to organize for the oholera serv- 
ice throughout Austria. Ten hospital 
barracks are to be erected In different 
ports of the empire, and most of these 
will be under the supervision of tho 
Red Cross. The society wUl also under- 
take the transport service, or convey- 
ing patients from their homes to the 
hospital*. 


Victory for Muley Hainan. 


LONDON, Aug. 80.—A dispatch from 


Tangier states that Muley Haman, the 
leader of the rebellious Angherites, had 
won a victory over the sultan's troops, 
killing many of them and putting the 
rest to precipitate night. No further 
details are given. 


Still Alive. 


LONDON, Aug. 20.—Chief Engineer 


Walker, of the steamship Oerona, Is 
still alive. The report that he had suc- 
cumbed to the cholera in Dundee, was 
given out by the Dundee kuthorities, 
who were misled by a false rumor. 


WUl Take Mo Emigrants. 


LONDON, Aug. 30.—Tho chief steam- 


ship linos at Hull have telegraphed to 
their agents on the continent to refuse 
all applications for passage from in- 
tending emigrants. 


Seven Patients at Antwerp. 


ANTWKIIP, Aug. 29.—Seven cholara 


patients arc In the hospital here and 
deaths aro expected. Two new cases 
have been reported since Friday. 


A Stoker Dies from Oholera. 


AMSTERDAM, Aug. 30.— A stoker of 


the steamer Urania, from Hamburg, 
has died in this city from cholera.

This term includes both members and 
probationers, the latter being candidates 
for full membership.

Though represented in 
every state, it is not so strong in the 
south aa its sister body, the Methodist 
Episcopal Church south, the statistics of 
which will be given in a forthcoming 
bulletin.

BRVB 585. 
It has 25,8G1 organizations, 


with 22,SU 1-24 church ediBces, with u 
seating capacity of 6.3U2.708, and an 
aggregate ruination of 996,723,408. This 
valuation, which does not include par- 
sonages and other church property, is the 
largest reported by any denomination 
thus far, except the Raman Catholic.
